Matisoas et tit. docs not teach the Applicants invention as claimed. Matisons et d. 
teaches supported metattocenes prepared by reacting silica with a vinylsQane followed by 
r&action with a hydrozirconocerie. This* independent claim I and dependent claims 3-6 
as amended are patentable over the prior art document of record. Applicants respectfully 
submit that the Examiner's arguments with respect to the § 102(b) rejection have beer* 
obviated for amended claims 1 and 3 -6.
